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To  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Barnsley. 

Gentlemen, 

The  year  1894  was  much  cooler  in  the  summer  months,  and 
milder  in  the  latter  quarter  than  its  predecessor. 

There  fell  ah  ive  six  inches  more  rain,  and  on  25  more  days  than 
in  1898,  The  total  fall  was2811  inches,  or  more  than  an  inch  above 
the  avtrage  for  the  preceding  25  years  ; of  this  amount  9 inches  fell  in 
June,  July  and  August,  with  bad  effects  for  the  crops,  but  good  ones 
for  the  public  health,  for  the  temperature  of  the  subsoil  was  kept 
doAvn  so  that  it  only  rose  to  56®  at  a depth  of  4 feet  for  42  days,  from 
July  8th  to  August  19th,  instead  of  92  as  in  1898.  We  had  con- 
sequently less  than  half  the  amount  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea;  acute 
Chest  Complaints  and  Consumption  were  less  fatal,  as  were  also 
Measles  and  Enteric  Fever. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  were  660  in  number,  or  220 
fewer  than  in  1893. 

Of  the  deaths  51  were  in  Public  Institutions,  amongst  persons 
brought  into  the  Borough  for  treatment  but  not  belonging  to  it.  These 
have  to  be  deducted,  whilst  8 deaths  in  the  Kendray  Hospital  amongst 
Barnsley  patients  have  to  be  added,  giving  a total  of  deaths  amongst 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  of  617,  or  the  smallest  number  since 
1881. 

In  estimating  the  probable  population  I have  as  in  former  years 
taken  the  increase  to  be  5 times  the  number  of  new  houses  erected 
and  certified  for  occupation  during  the  year,  there  being  practically 
none  empty.  These  having  been  181,  I take  it  that  our  population 
has  increased  by  a’.out905,  which  is  only  125  more  than  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths,  and  will  make  our  population  in  1894  to  have 
been  38,585. 
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On  thia  basis  our  death-rate  has  been  15 *98  per  1000  persons 
living,  or  the  lowest  I have  ever  had  to  record  during  the  27  years  on 
which  I have  had  to  report. 

The  birthshaving  been  1,400  in  number  our  birth-rate  has  been, 
36'83  per  thousand,  or  sufficient'y  above  the  average  for  England  and . 
Wales  to  make  it  likely  that  the  population  has  been  estimated  with . 
as  much  accuracy  as  is  possible  under  the  circumstances.  Of  the 
deaths,  288,  or  42  63  per  cent  of  the  whole,  were  amongst  children; 
under  5 years  of  age,  whilst  209,  or  81'66  per  cent,  were  amongst: 
infants  under  one  year. 

Of  the  children  born,  14-21  per  cent,  died  before  reaching  the  “ 
age  of  12  months. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  were  72  in 
number,  or  at  the  rate  of  1-86  per  1000  persons  living,  or  lower  than 
it  has  been  for  at  least  20  years. 

Of  these  deaths  11  were  from  Scarlet  Fever,  4 from  Diphtheria, 

1 from  Whooping  Cough,  20  from  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
36  from  Diarrhoea 

There  were  none  from  Small-pox  or  Measles. 

We  had,  however,  5 cases  of  Small-pox  during  the  year,  three  of 
them,  in  April,  were  from  a house  in  Smithies  Lane,  one  of  whose 
inmates  had  been  shortly  before  collecting  money  in  a district  where 
Small-pox  was  known  to  have  been  prevalent,  another  in  June  was  a 
woman  from  Rochdale  travelling  with  a man  who,  a fortnight  before, 
had  a suspicious  eruption.  The  third  was  a man  employe  1 in  the 
Vagrant  Ward  of  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  who  had  slept  there  for 
a fortnight  before  the  eruption  appeared. 

All  these  oases  were  promptly  removed  to  the  Kendray  Hospital 
and  no  one  else  took  the  infection. 

Of  Scarlet  Fever  there  were  240  cases  notified.  The  disease 
having  got  thoroughly  established  in  1893,  never  a month  passed 
without  some  cases  being  reported,  but  the  greatest  prevalence  was  in 
October  and  November.  All  were  at  once  visited  on  notification,  but 
many  proved  to  have  had  the  disease  some  weeks  before  medical  aid 
was  sought,  and  some  no  doubt  were  never  detected. 


As  many  as  possible  were  pursuaded  to  go  into  the  Kendray 
Hospital.  buD  only  35,  or  14.58  per  cent,  were  willing  to  do  so,  and 
indeed  for  a part  of  the  year  our  Scarlet  h'ever  wards  were  too  full  for 
more  to  be  admitted.  The  schools  in  each  case  were  warned  against 
admitting  children  from  infected  houses,  but  no  doubt  many  undetect*  d 
cases  continued  to  go  to  school  and  spread  the  infection  as  was 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  children  attending  some  schools  were 
much  more  frequently  attacked  than  were  others  attending  other 
similar  schools. 

Until  isolation  in  hospital  becomes  more  a matter  of  course  in 
Scarlet  Fever  cases,  there  is  little  chance  of  our  being  able  to  prevent 
these  extensive  epidemics,  and  it  is  fortunate  that  the  type  of  the 
disease  has  been  much  milder  than  on  many  previous  occasions.  There 
is  now  a decidedly  greater  willingness  to  consent  to  removal  to  the 
Hospital  than  there  was  a year  or  two  ago.  The  nursing  has  been 
reorganised  by  the  new  matron,  and,  when  the  new  block  now  nearly 
ready  is  opened,  there  will  be  room  for  a much  larger  number,  and 
the  accommodation  will  be  improved  in  every  way. 

Of  Diphtheria  there  were  44  cases,  or  29  fewer  than  than  in  1893. 
most  of  them  were  of  a mild  type,  and  several,  including  the  only  case 
which  was  removed  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  were  probably  really 
Scarlet  Fever.  In  this  complaint  there  was  less  evidence  of  infection 
taken  at  school.  In  14,  or  nearly  one-third,  there  were  no  children  in 
the  house  attending  any  school,  and  in  a still  smaller  proportion  were 
there  any  obvious  sanitary  defects. 

There  were  7 cases  of  Membranous  Croup,  all  in  young  children, 
of  which  4 recovered,  and  in  two  of  the  fatal  cates  there  was  reason  to 
suspect  Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified,  of  which  one  died  on 
the  day  of  notification,  the  others  all  recovered.  Some  were  rather 
doubtful  cases,  one,  when  visited  on  the  third  day  after  notification, 
was  practically  well. 

One  case  was  notified  as  Typhus  Fever,  and  removed  as  a 
precaution  to  the  Hospital,  but  he  had  no  fever  after  the  7th  day  of  his 
ailment,  and  the  eruption,  which  had  given  rise  to  the  suspicion, 
proved  to  be  a permanent  one  of  old  standing. 
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There  was  also  one  case  of  continued  Fever,  probably  a mild  form 
of  Typhoid  Fever, 

There  were  89  cases  of  Erysipelas,  none  of  them  fatal,  and  though 
in  one  or  two  sanitary  delects  were  discovered,  yet  there  was  nothing 
to  show  any  great  advantage  in  the  inclusion  of  such  cases  in  the  Act 
requiring  notification. 

The  remaining  cases,  125  in  number,  were  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid 
Fever,  which  prevailed  more  than  usual  throughout  the  year,  During 
the  first  two  months  in  continuance  of  the  severe  epidemic  of  1898, 
there  were  20  cases.  After  that  a decided  abatement  showed  itself  for 
six  months,  when,  as  is  usual  in  the  autumn,  there  was  an  increase, 
and  41  cases  were  notified  in  September  and  October.  In  November 
there  were  only  5,  and  although  the  number  rose  to  18  in  December, 
yet  7 of  these  were  children  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  probably  caused 
by  a local  defect  which  has,  I believe,  been  remedied.  About  6 of  the 
whole  number  were  clearly  imported  cases,  most  of  them  having  been 
brought  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital  for  treatment,  but  the  remainder, 
as  a rule,  origina'ed  in  the  Borough,  and  there  is  reason  to  think  that 
the  epidemic  of  the  preceding  year  lefc  in  many  of  our  ash-pits,  and  in 
the  soil  near  them,  seeds  of  the  disease  which  it  only  needed  favouring 
circumstance  j to  W'ake  into  active  life. 

At  the  end  of  August  I had  to  report  to  you  that  out  of  65  cases 
of  Typhoid  Fever  which  had  been  notified  up  to  that  date,  27,  or  about 
two-fifths,  were  in  the  streets  and  courts  leading  out  of  Racecommon 
Road,  where  the  soil  being  clay,  a large  proportion  of  the  ash-pits 
were  constantly  wet,  and  could  not  he  kept  in  a { sanitary  condition. 
The  back  yards  in  some  of  these  streeDS  being  moreover  very  narrow, 
the  conveniences  were  much  too  near  the  doors  of  the  houses,  and,  in 
my  opinion,  a means  of  increasing  and  spreading  disease. 

You  therefore  ordered,  that  in  the  worst  of  these  streets,  Shaw 
Street,  Longcar  Street,  and  Havelock  Street,  the  conveniences  should 
be  converted  into  waste-water  closets,  and  to  make  this  easier  for  the 
owners,  the  Council  agreed  to  lay  down  new  street  sewers  suitable  for 
the  purpose  at  a cost  of  about  £250. 

Of  course  this  took  some  little  time  to  carry  out,  and  in  the  next 
two  months  there  were  eight  additional  cases  in  this  part  of  the  town. 
The  work  was  begun  in  November,  and  no  more  cases  arose  in  these 


streets  after  October  8th.  There  are  several  other  parts  of  the  town 
which  will  sooner  or  later  require  similar  treatment,  but  none  in  which 
the  necessity  has  shown  itself  so  obviously. 

Of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified,  23  w'ere  taken  to  th© 
Kendray  Hospital ; for  5 accommodation  was  found  in  the  Beckett 
Hospital,  2,  being  paupers,  were  removed  to  the  Workhouse  Infirmary, 
and  10  w'ere  already  in  that  institution  when  notified,  so  that  40,  or 
32  pei;  cent,  of  the  cases,  were  properly  isolated,  but  there  were 
many  cases,  especially  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  who  would 
willingly  have  gone  into  the  Hospital,  but  for  whom,  with  our  limited 
accommodation,  it  w'as  impossible  to  find  room,  and  these,  no  doubt, 
often  gave  rise  to  fresh  cases  in  their  own  houses  or  elsewhere. 

You  would  long  ago  have  enlarged  the  hospital  had  it  not  been 
that  the  Local  Government  Board  refused  to  sanction  a loan  because 
Small-pox  cases  were  admitted  to  the  separate  block  for  that  purpose. 

This  block,  though  only  used  for  8 patients  during  the  year,  has 
been  of  the  greatest  service,  probably  preventing  as  many  new  out- 
breaks in  diflerent  parts  of  the  Union.  Yet  it  has  been  empty  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  never  having  had  more  than  two  or  three 
patients  in  at  once,  and  having  been  entirely  closed  since  July. 

No  nurse  worth  keeping  would  consent  to  Ve  kept  idle  for  such  a 
large  proportion  of  her  time,  whereas,  under  our  present  arrangement, 
we  can  utilise  the  services  of  our  staff  for  cases  of  other  diseases, 
and,  at  an  hour’s  notice,  have  a properly  equipped  Small-pox  Hospital 
ready  for  any  case  that  may  {resent  itself,  protecting  byre-vaccination 
any  inmates  of  the  other  blocks.  No  doubt  for  such  large  masses 
of  people  as  are  to  be  found  in  London,  Manchester,  Liverpool, 
Birmingham,  &c.,  special  SmaU-pox  Hospitals  are  quite  necessary, 
but  for  such  a district  as  ours,  with  a population  of  probably  less 
than  100,000,  scattered  over  30  or  40  square  miles,  such  a plan 
may  be  theoretically  advisable,  bi.t  is  not  practit-ally  possible, 
except  at  the  cost  of  giving  up  the  attempt  to  isolate  other  diseases; 
unless  the  County  Council  will  build  a iSmall-pf  x Hospital  for  the 
whole,  say,  of  S)uth  Yorkshire.  This  would  reUeve  us  of  a good 
deal  of  responsibility,  but  I venture  to  predict,  that  if  it  is  undertaken, 
difficulty  will  be  found,  first,  in  getting  a suitable  site,  and  secondly, 
in  getting  the  patients  removed  there  from  the  more  distant  Townships. 
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In  the  meantime,  thanks  to  Mrs.  Lambert’s  legacy  of  £2,000, 
a new  block  has  been  built  specially  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  Its 
completion  has  been  delayed  by  the  severe  weather  of  last  month,  but 
when  it  is  opened,  we  shall  be  able  to  accommodate  more  than  double 
our  present  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  whilst  the  present  Scarlet 
Fever  wards  can  be  used  either  as  an  addition  to  the  Typhoid  Fever 
wards  when  they  are  full,  or  for  any  ottier  diseases  which  may  happen 
to  be  specially  prevalent. 

Notwithstanding  the  limits  imposed  by  its  size,  the  work  of  the 
Kendray  Hospital  for  infectious  d seases  has  been  carried  on  with 
great  advantage  to  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Barnsley  during 
the  year. 

The  Matron,  whom  we  have  had  since  1887,  resigned,  on  her 
marriage  'in  April,  and  althoueh  some  little  difficulty  was  found  in 
securing  the  services  of  another  thoroughly  suitable  in  every  respect, 
there  was  never  any  interruption  in  the  satisfactory  treatment  of 
the  patients,  and  now  that  we  have  a matron  who  has  had  experience 
in  the  management  of  similar  hospitals,  important  improvements  have 
been  made  in  its  organisation,  and  it  is  on  a footing  more  satisfactory 
than  ever,  not  only  to  me  as  its  Medical  Superintendent,  but  also  to 
the  patients  and  their  friends. 

A Iready  there  is  an  increased  willingness  on  i’'cir  part  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  the  hosp’  ’,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  before  long  it  will  be  as  . v to  pursuade 

them  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  it  is  already  ni  Small-pox. 

1 

During  the  year  110  Patients  have  been  treated,  of  which  44 
came  from  other  sanitary  districts.  Ibis  is  a smaller  number  than  in 
1893,  but  then  we  had  in  the  neighbourhood  some  serious  outbreaks  of 
Small  Pox  of  which  disease  alone  we  admitted  91,  whereas  this  year 
we  have  only  had  8,  and  one  for  quarantine.  The  remainder  have 
nearly  all  been  Scarlet  Fever  or  Enteric  Fever,  58  of  the  former,  and 
40  of  the  latter,  and  of  both  diseases  we  had  to  refuse  cases  for  want 
of  room.  Three  of  the  cases  were  admitted  temporarily  under  supicion 
of  various  diseases. 

Of  diseases  not  under  the  Notification  Act  we  have  had  fewer 
cases  than  nsual. 
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Deaths  from  Influenza  were  registered  in  January,  September, 
October  aud  December,  but  there  was  at  no  time  any  serious  epidemic 
of  the  disease. 

There  was  hardly  any  Measles,  and  but  litttle  Whooping  Cough. 


Diarrhoea  too  was  fatal  in  only  one  half  as  many  cases  as  in 
1893,  but  there  were  more  deaths  than  in  the  two  or  three  years 
before  that,  and  in  its  period  of  preatest  prevalence,  it  difi'ered  some- 
what from  ordinary  summer  Diarrhoea,  which,  during  the  years  in 
which  I have  made  the  necessary  observations,  was  practically  con- 
fined to  the  period  when  the  temperature  of  the  earth  at  a depth  of 
4 feet  rose  above  56°. 

Now  this  point  was  not  reached  in  1894  until  July  8th,  or  later 
than  usual,  it  never  rose  above  57°,  and  on  August  19th  fell  again 
below  56°. 

Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  began  to  be  recorded  on  July  18th,  and 
10,  or  nearly  one  third  of  those  for  the  year,  were  registered  between 
that  date  aud  July  22nd,  but  they  did  not  cease  then  as  in  the  two 
preceding  years,  but  went  on  through  September  and  October,  when 
20  more  deaths  were  recorded  from  the  complaint. 


Now  it  was  precisely  during  these  two  months  that  Enteric  or 
Typhoid  Fever  became  specially  prevalent,  and  also  a certain  amount 
of  Influenza,  two  deaths  having  been  ascribed  to  that  complaint. 


With  the  colder  weather  of  November  and^December  the  Diarrhoea 
deaths  ceased,  and  the  Enteric  Fever  notifications  diminished  in  a 
marked  manner,  falling  from  about  4 in  a week  to  one,  and  deaths 
from  Bronchitis  took  the  place  of  Diarrhoea. 


In  1893  also  the  severe  out-break  of  Enteric  Fever  began  daring 
the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea,  but  continued  after  that  had  ceased.  In 
1894  Diarrhoea  also  preceded  Enteric,  but  only  came  to  an  end  when 
that  abated. 
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There  is  clearly  some  connection  between  the  two  diseases,  and 
as  both  are  encouraged  and  spread  by  defective  methods  of  df  aling 
with  foecal  refuse,  the  lesson  to  us  is  to  get  rid  as  soon  as  possible  of 
such  matters,  instead  of  storing  them  up  in  foul  receptacles  to 
poison  the  air  for  days  and  weeks  together. 

About  July  15th,  a circular  was  received  from  the  Local 
Government  Board  recommending  a special  -watch  to  he  kept  in 
cases  of  Diarrhoea,  in  consequence  of  cases  of  Asiatic  Cholera  having 
appeared  in  certain  seaports  on  the  Continent  in  direct  communi- 
cation with  Yorkshire. 

I therefore  arranged  wnth  the  registrar  of  deaths  to  have  daily 
reports  of  any  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  or  any  other  similar  complaint. 

These  reports  wore  sent  up  to  the  end  of  September,  and  bet-^veen 
July  16th  and  October  1st  there  were  21  such  deaths,  of  wLich  three 
were  over  76  years  of  age,  and  all  the  remainder  under  2 years,  except 
one  girl  of  17,  who  was  certified  as  having  died  of  Influenza  with 
Diarrhoea.  In  none  was  there  any  suspicion  of  Cholera. 

In  addition  to  the  work  required  in  dealing  w’ith  the  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified  or  otherwise  coming  to  our  knowledge, 
the  ordinary  inspections  have  been  carried  on  as  usual  and  the  results 
reported  at  your  monthy  meetings. 

As  a result  of  these  inspections,  during  the  year  176  notices  have 
been  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  injurious  to  health,  of 
these  146  were  abated  without  legal  proceedings  having  been  needed, 
and  28  were  still  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  notices, 
27  were  for  defective  drainage,  33  for  defective  privies  and  ashpits 
19  for  filthy  houses,  14  for  overcrowding,  10  for  sinks  not  properly 
disconnected,  10  for  pigs  or  fowls  so  kept  as  to  be  a nuisance,  9 for 
defective  water  closets,  6 for  defects  in  houses,  6 for  nuisaaces  arising 
from  smoke,  and  15  were  for  unsanitary  conditions  in  workshops. 
15  samples  of  milk,  &c.,  have  been  taken  and  sent  to  the  public 
analyst,  29  carcases  of  animals  have  been  inspected,  and  11  of  them 
ordered  to  be  destroyed  as  unfit  for  food.  In  4 cases  legal  proceedings 
have  been  taken,  1 fi  r overcrowding,  1 for  exposing  bad  meat  for 
sale,  1 for  adulterated  milk,  and  1 was  under  the  Contagious  Diseases 
of  Animals  Act. 
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A little  more  progress  has  been  made  in  the  substitution  of  waste 
water-closets  for  the  old-fashioned  privies. 

Turing  the  year  102  waste  water-closets  have  been  erected,  of 
which  29  were  to  take  the  places  of  privies  in  old  houses. 

There  were  27  houses  disinfected,  and  126  articles  from  Barnsley 
stored  in  the  disinfecting  apparatus,  besides  114  from  other  Sanitary 
Districts. 

Our  present  disinfecting  apparatus  (by  means  of  super-heated 
steam  and  hot  air)  not  proving  thoroughly  satisfactory,  you  have 
appointed  a sub-committee  to  report  on  the  best  substitute.  High- 
pressure  steam  has  the  most  testimony  in  its  favour,  but  there  are  at 
least  three  varieties  of  this  form  of  apparatus  at  present  in  the  market, 
and  conflicting  opinions  as  to  their  respective  merits,  so  that  it  is  not 
easy  to  come  to  a final  decision. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  132  workshops,  &c.,  have 
been  inspected,  and  15  of  the  notices  served  have  been  for  defects  in 
these  estabhehments. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  supply,  which  has  been 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  but  in  anticipation  of  probable  future 
wants,  application  is  being  made  to  Parliament  for  power  to  make  an 
important  addition  to  our  present  water  works. 

An  additional  area  of  18  acres  of  land  is  also  being  prepared 
at  the  sewage  farm  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  by  intermittent  down- 
ward filtration. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  tbe  ye^ir  was 
with  respect  to  the  prevalance  of  infectious  disease  satisfactory,  there 
being  very  few  cases  of  I'yphold  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  and  a great 
abatement  in  the  number  of  those  of  Scarlet  P'ever,  possibly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  for  the  Christmas  holi- 
days, at  any  rate  there  was  a decided  increase  after  the  schools  had 
been  re-opened  for  a fortnight. 

Other  diseases,  such  as  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  were  also 
nearly  absent. 


So  far  as  water  supply,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal  are  cor 
cerned,  there  is  little  that  requires  amendment. 


Your  arrangement  for  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  must, 
think,  be  considered  to  be  alove  the  average  of  those  prevailing  n 
similar  towns,  and  a fair  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  w«y  < 
introducing  a more  satisfactory  method  of  refuse  lemo^al,  so  that 
think  you  may  fairly  look  forward  to  a continued  improvement] 
the  position  of  Barnsley  in  the  sanitary  scale  as  compared  with  otbo 
towns  containing  a similarly  large  proportion  of  working  people.
